I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Twentieth  Annual  Eeport, 
being  that  for  the  year  1904,  and  to  lay  before  you  certain  tables 
of  vital  statistics,  together  witli  others  prescribed  by,  and  filled  up 
according  to,  instructions  received  from  the  Local  Government 
Board. 

THE  AREA. 

The  district,  according  to  figures  extracted  from  the  Oi'dnance

Beference  Books,  comprises  an  area  constituted  as  follows  : —

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THE  POPULATION. 

The  population  of  the  district  (excluding  the  Asylum),  as  the 
result  of  the  census  taken  in  1901,  was  found  to  be  14,581  persons, 
giving  an  average  of  4’85  persons  per  house. 

Northern  Division  average  per  house  was  4-89  ; 

Central  Division  average  per  house  was  4*88  ; and 

Western  Division  average  per  house  was  4-80. 

In  estimating  the  population  for  tlie  year  1904,  I have 
multiplied  the  number  of  occupied  houses  in  each  division  by  4’8, 
after  adding  the  number  of  new^  houses,  and  subtracting  the 
number  closed,  and  vacant.  This  gives  an  increase  of  population, 
to  end  of  June,  in  the  Northern  Division  of  58,  in  the  Central  of 
07,  and  in  the  Western  of  153  persons  during  the  year. 

The  total  populution  of  the  district  (exclusive  of  the  Asylum) 
thus  is  estimated  at  15,733. 

The  population  of  the  Count}/^  Asylum  was  1,814  in  June  last 
year  : — Angelton,  754  ; Parc  Gwyllt,  1,060. 

QJie  sum  total  of  the  population  of  the  Penybont  Rural 
District,  with  the  population  of  the  Asylum,  is  therefore  17,547 
persons. 

The  number  of  occupied  houses  in  the  district  is  3,280  ; 850 
in  the  Northern,  935  in  the  Central,  and  1,495  in  the  Western 
division  : —

BIRTHS. 

The  birtlis  registered,  durinu  the  year  (exclusive  of  the  3 at 

O O V X 

Asylum)  were  534;  of  these  278  were  males,  aud  256  were  females. 

The  birth-rate  of  the  district  was  34'00  per  1000  persons,  as 
compared  with  27*9,  the  rate  for  Engdaiid  and  Wales,  and  26*8, 

the  rate  for  llural  Ena;land  and  Wales.

d.dre  rate  for  the  first  cpiarter  of  the  j’^ear,  ending  30th  March, 
was  35  86.  For  the  quarter  ending  30th  June  the  rate  was  35*17. 
For  the  cjuarter  ending  30th  September  it  was  32*69.  For  the 
last  quarter,  ending  31st  December,  it  was  32*13. 

The  birth-i'ate  for  tlie  Northern  .Division  was  40*72 ; for  the 
Central,  32*30  ; and  for  the  Western,  31*08. 

The  Asylum  birtli-rate  was  2*76  per  1000  of  population,  there 
being  at  the  County  Asylum  3 births— -two  males  and  one  female.,

There  is  this  year  still  a hopeful  diminution  in  the  death-rate 
of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  as  compared  with  the  other  years 
in  the  table  with  the  exception  of  1908  ; this  is  due,  with  little 
doubt,  to  the  clemency  of  the  weather  through  the  year,  neither 
very  hot  in  the  summer,  nor  veiy  cold  in  the  winter.

ddiis  is  a year  with  an  exceptionally  low  death-rate,  and  but 
for  the  prevalence  of  Zymotic  Diseases  in  the  district,  and  the 
consequent  tribute  in  deatlis  from  these  causes,  would  liave  been 
still  lower. 

Excluding  the  Zymotic,  or  so-called  preventible  diseases,  the 
death-rate  would  have  been  12‘20,  instead  of  13'41.  The  Zymotic 
deaths  represent  more  than  an  eleventh  of  the  total  deaths. 

DEATHS. 

During  the  ^^ear  1904,  211  deaths  wei‘e  registered  in  the 
district  (excludiing  the  Asylum)  ; of  these  109  were  males,  and 
102  were  females. 

The  excess  ot  births  over  deaths  amounted  to  323. 

The  death-rate  of  the  district  per  1,000  persons  living  was 
13’41,  as  compared  with  16’82  in  1903,  16'80  in  1902,  and  16*93 
in  1901. 

The  corrected  rate  was  12*02,  by  the  introduction  of  the 
population  of  the  Asylum. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1904  was  16*2. 

The  rate  for  Rural  England  and  Wales  was  15*3. 

The  rate  for  the  Northern  Division  was  12*65  ; for  the  Central 
Division  was  14*91  ; and  for  the  Western  Division  12*90. 
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The  rate  for  the  quarter  of  the  year  ending  30th  March  was 
18'06  ; for  the  quarter  ending  30th  June  was  iO’88;  for  the 
quarter  ending  30th  September  9*30  ; and  for  the  last  quarter  25.40. 

The  deaths  from  the  seven  principal  zymotic  diseases  wme  19  ; 
the  death-rate  per  1,000  living  was  T20,  as  compared  with  1*94  in 
1903,  1*94  in  1902,  and  3*70  in  1901. 

The  z3unotic  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  1*94. 

The  rate  for  Rural  Districts,  excluding  the  218  towns,  was 

1*28. 

The  rate  for  the  Northern  Division  was  0*97  ; for  the  Central, 
1*13  ; and  for  the  Western  Division,  1*39. 

The  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  were  61. 

The  rates  for  the  divisions  respectively,  were : — Northern,. 
113*74;  Central,  139*86;  and  AVestern,  98*21  per  1,000  births. 

The  rate  for  the  district  was  114*23. 


The  rate  for  England  and  AVales  was  146. 

The  rate  for  Rural  Districts  was  125. 

At  the  County  Asylum  221  deaths  were  registered,  of  these- 
130  were  males  and  91  females. 

The  excess  of  deaths  over  births  was  218. 

The  death  rate  for  the  As3  lum  was  121*83  as  compared  with 
107*06  in  1903,  85*26  in  1902,  and  82*55  in  1901. 

The  221  deaths  at  the  As3dum,  among  a population  of  1,814, 
are  not  included  in  the  total  deaths  on  which  the  above  mortalitv

rates  for  the  district  are  based,  nor  those  in  Tables  I.,  II.,  III.,  and 
the  population  of  the  As34um  is  ignored.

In  addition  to  the  abov’-e  the  five  deaths  from  Measles  occurred, 
3 in  the  Northern,  1 in  the  Central,  and  1 in  the  Western  divisions. 
Two  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough  in  the  Central.  Foui'  deaths 
from  Epidemic  Influenza,  3 in  the  Central,  and  I in  the  Western 
divisions.  Six  from  Diarrhoea,  1 in  the  Northern,  and  5 in  the 
Western.  Two  from  Septicaemia,  1 in  the  Northern  and  1 in  the 
Central  divisions. 

I’able  VII r.  shows  the  notifications  received,  and  the  deaths 
that  occurred  during  the  years  1890  to  1901  inclusive,  with  the 
deaths  from  the  other  three  not  notified  zymotic  diseases.

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In  Table  I,  ‘’tlie  deaths  to  be  included,  in  Column  7 are  the 
whole  of  those  registered  dining  the  ^’^ear  as  having  actually 
occurred  within  the  district. 


In  Table  II.  “ deaths  of  residents  occurring  in  public  institu- 
tions beyond  the  district”  (ey/..  The  Workhouse),  “are  to  be 
included,”  “and  those  of  non-residents  registered  in  public 
institutions  in  the  district  excluded.”  But  this  does  not  appear 
to  be  a fair  use  of  figures,  or  a truthful  picture  of  the  vital 
statistics  of  the  district  (after  eliminating  all  deaths  of  non- 
residents at  the  Asylum)  to  make  use  of  the  large  population  at 
the  Asjduni  to  diminish,  artificial Ij^,  the  birth  and  death-rates  of 
the  district;  this  may  be  seen  by  comparing  Columns  I and  13 
of  the  Local  Government  Board  Table  I.  with  Columns  4 and  6 of 
mv  Table  II.,  Page  6.

DIPHTHERIA. 

Four  deaths  from  Diphtheria  (including  1 death  from  Mem- 
branous Croup)  were  recorded,  as  com^iared  with  17  in  1903,  20  in 
1902,  32  in  1901,  and  12  in  1900.  See  Tables AMII.  andAMIlA. 

The  death-rate  was  0.25  per  1.000;  LIO  in  1903;  L33  in 
1902. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0T7. 

The  rate  for  Rural  Eno^and  and  Wales  was  0T4. 


The  case  fatality  was  7T4  per  cent;  23’28  in  1903;  13.24 
in  1902. 
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The  fatality  was  thus  16.14  per  cent,  less  than  in  the  previous 

year. 

The  number  of  cases  certified  was  56  ; 73  in  1903  ; 151  in  1902. 

The  case  prevalence  per  1,000  was  3‘56  ; 4*72  in  1903  ; lOTO 
in  1902. 

The  cases  were  distributed  throug4i  the  greater  portion  of 
the  district — 7 in  the  Northern  Division,  3 in  the  Central,  and 
46  in  the  Western. 

The  7 cases  in  the  Northern  were  separate  from  one  another 
as  to  time  and  place,  and  not  connected  with  any  further  outbreak. 

The  3 cases  in  the  Central  were  also  separate  as  to  time  and 
place. 

The  majority  of  the  cases  in  the  AVestern  Division  were  at 
Cefn  (10),Kenfig  Hill  (18),  Toiidu  (5),  Aberkenfig  (5),  l^yle  (5), 
Cornelly  (2),  and  Penyfai  (1). 

The  bulk  of  cases  in  the  district  were  associated  with  school 
life.  44ie  number  of  cases  under  five  years  were  18  ; between  the 
age  of  live  years  and  fifteen,  31  (about  87.5  per  cent);  and  of  the 
other  cases  under  and  over  this  ])eriod  of  life,  they  were  almost  all, 
without  exception,  infected  by  the  children  who  came  home  ill 
from  school. 

There  is  great  carelessness  displayed,  more  particularly  by 
women,  in  visiting  infected  houses,  and  often  by  taking  young 
children  with  them. 

MEMBRANOUS  CROUP. 

One  death  from  Membranous  Croup  occurred,  as  compared 
with  3 in  1903  ; and  5 in  1902  ; no  deaths  certified  as  such  in  1901, 
1900,  nor  1899. 

One  case  was  certified;  5 in  1903;  3 in  1902;  the  last 
previous  cases  were  certified  in  1899. 

The  conjoining  of  these  diseases,  with  deletion  of  the  name 
“ Membranous  Croup,”  both  as  regards  deaths  and  notifications, 
will  be  carried  out  in  future  reports. 
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SCARLET  FEVER. 

No  death  fVoin  Scarlet  Fever  was  registei'ed,  as  compared  with 
o in  1903,  no  death  in  1902,  2 deaths  in  1901,  and  1 in  1900. 

Tlie  deatli-rate  was  O’O  per  1,000. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  O'll. 

The  rate  for  llnral  England  and  Wales  was  0’09. 

The  number  of  cases  certified  was  82,  as  compared  with  67  in 
in  1903,  88  in  1902,  106  in  1901.  and  23  in  1900. 

The  case  fatality  was  nil. 

The  case  prevalence  was  5*21  per  1,000,  as  compared  with 
4-33  in  1903. 

The  monthly  incidence  may  ])e  seen  in  Table  VI.  The  case 
prevalence  since  1890  in  Table  VIIIa. 


ENTERIC  FEVER. 

There  were  2 deaths  from  Enteric  Fever,  as  compared  with  1 
death  in  1903,  no  death  in  1902,  2 deaths  in  1901,  and  1 in  1900. 

The  death-rate  was  0.12  per  1,000  persons  living;  0’06  in 
1903. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0'09  for  Fever.” 

The  rate  for  Rural  Districts  was  0'08. 

The  cases  certified  were  4,  as  compared  with  12  in  1903,  4 in 
1902,  9 in  1901,  and  10  in  1900. 

The  case  fatality  was  50  per  cent ; 8.3  in  1903. 

The  case  prevalence  was  0.25  per  1,000,  as  compared  with 
0-78  in  1903,  0-26  in  1902,  0'61  in  1901,  and  0-67  in  1900. 
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OF  tlie  4 caseri,  1 was  at  Aiigelton  As_yluiii,  1 Pencoed,  1 
Heolvcyw,  1 CwiiiFeliii;  these  4 cases  were  widely  separated  in 
time  and  place,  and  not  connected  with  fm-tlier  outbreak. 

The  local  sanitary  conditions  are  inspected  in  all  cases,  an 
any  defects  found  reported.  Disinfectants  are  left  at  the  houses, 
and  leaflets  with  instructions  given  as  to  the  precautions  to  be 
taken. 


PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

No  death  was  caused  by  Puerperal  Fever,  as  compared  with 
1 in  1903,  4 in  1902,  1 in  1901,  and  3 in  1900. 

The  number  of  cases  certified  was  2,  as  compared  with  2 in 
1903,  5 in  1902,  2 in  1901,  and  3 in  1900. 

The  case  of  fatality  was  nil. 

The  case  prevalence  was  0T2  per  1,000  ; 0'13  in  1903. 

In  these  cases  the  bed.  bed-clothes,  and  clothincf  are 
disinfected  or  burned,  and  compensation  given  in  the  latter 
alternative. 

I hope  the  action  of  the  Midwives  Act,  1902,  may  have  the 
effect  of  diminishing  the  mortality  from  this  disease. 

Many  midwTves  are  now  registered  under  this  Act. 


ERYSIPELAS. 

No  death  from  Erysipelas  was  certified,  as  compared  with  2, 
in  1903,  3 in  1902,  no  death  in  1901,  and  1 in  1900. 

Tiie  cases  reported  were  2,  as  compared  with  11  in  1903,  25- 
in  1902,  10  in  1901,  and  7 in  1900. 

The  case  fatality  was  nil. 

The  case  prevalence  per  1,000  was  0T2  ; OTl  in  1903. 


MEASLES. 


Five  deaths  were  attributed  to  Measles,  as  compared  with  6 
deaths  in  1903,  4 in  1902,  none  in  1901,  and  2 in  1900. 

Tlie  death-rate  was  0’32  per  1,000,  0'39  in  1903. 

The  rate  for  EnMand  and  Wales  was  0'36. 

O 

The  rate  for  Rural  Districts  was  0‘23. 

Ideasles  was  especiall}/-  prevalent  during  the  months  of  March 
and  December,  more  particularly  the  latter. 

All  the  three  divisions  were  invaded,  the  Northern  sufferino; 
most,  there  were  3 deaths  in  the  Northern,  1 in  the  Central,  and  1 
in  the  Western. 


WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Two  deaths  were  due  to  Whooping  Cough,  as  compared  with 
1 death  in  1903,  4 in  1902,  12  in  1901,  and  2 in  1900. 

The  death-rate  was  0T2. 

The  rate  for  Enoland  and  Wales  was  0’34. 

O 

The  rate  for  Rural  England  and  AVales  was  0’27. 

Whooping  Cough  prevailed  during  November  and  December. 
Parts  of  the  whole  district  w^ere  affected. 


DIARRHOEA. 

Six  deaths  w^ere  caused  by  ]3iarrhoea,  as  compared  w'ith  2 
deaths  in  1903,  1 death  in  1902,  6 in  1901,  and  3 in  1900. 

The  death-rate  was  0-38. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0*86. 

The  rate  for  Rural  Districts  was  0*46. 


INFLUENZA. 

Four  deaths  from  Influenza  were  recorded,  as  com])ared  with 
6 deaths  in  190;I,  4 in  1902,  8 in  1901,  and  8 in  1900. 

Tlie  death-rate  was  0*25  per  1,000;  0*39  in  1903. 

Influenza  was  prevalent,  to  some  extent,  during  the  whole 
year,  but  tended  to  decline  through  November  and  December. 

For  deaths  and  cases,  deatli-rate  and  prevalence  j)er  1,000  in 
previous  years  of  the  above  notifiable  and  other  epidemic  diseases, 
see  Tables  VIII.  and  VIII.a,  IX.  and  IXa. 

The  measures  adopted  to  limit  the  spread  of  infectious  disease 
were  the  same  as  in  previous  years;  with  the  addition  in  1900 
of  the  distribution  of  leaflets  containing  advice  and  instructions ; 
and  in  1903  the  Council  adopted  the  suggestion  that  in  cases 
of  Diphtheria  (in  lieu  of  the  prolonged  isolation  generally  held  to 
be  necessary  to  ensure  the  safet}^  of  others  from  lisk  of  infection), 
two  swabs  from  the  throat  and  nose  of  the  patient,  taken  at  aii 
interval  of  a week,  and  pronounced  free  from  Diphtheria  Bacilli  by 
the  Countv  Bacteriolorrist  should  fi'ee  such  case  from  further 
quarantine. 


THE  CLOSING  OF  SCHOOLS. 

Merthyr  Mawr  School  was  closed  for  a month  on  account  of  an 
outl)reak  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  the  middle  of  Januarv.

Laleston  School  was  closed  for  a month  from  16th  February, 
on  account  of  Scarlet  Fever.  The  son  of  the  Schoolmaster  was 
one  of  those  attacked. 


SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

9 'he  state  of  Slaughter-houses  is  sometimes  better,  some- 
times worse  ; but  always  un satisfactory  at  Aberkeufig.  Tire 
erection  of  a Public  Abattoir  is  a prime  necessity  for  Aberkenfig 
and  neighbourhood. 
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GENERAL  CONDITIONS. 

Water  Supply. — Wells  repaired  at  St.  Brides  Major,  Coity 
and  T^n’isha. 

Water  Supply  to  augment  that  of  Aherkenfig  from  ^Jy’nywain, 
near  Bryncetliin,  is  now  oonstrncted. 

Water  Schemes  are  ])repared  for  Pencoed,  and  for  an 
extension  of  Coity  Scheme. 

The  Water  Supply  for  PontrhydycufF  is  under  consideration. 
This  is  an  extension  of  the  Troedidiiwgarth  Scheme. 

Deficient  water  supplies  at  Pencoed,  PontrhjTlycuff,  and 
St.  Bride’s  Major. 


Sewerage.  — Subsidiary  sewers  for  St.  Bride’s  Minor,  Bryn- 
menin,  Tondu,  and  Aberkenfig  are  practicall}^  completed,  and  about 
100  houses  have  been  connected  to  the  sewers. 


A Sewerao-e  Scheme  is  under  consideration  for  Kenfio-  Hill. 

o O 

A Sewerage  Scheme  is  being  considered  for  Troedrhiwgarth. 

A Seweraoe  Scheme  is  much  needed  for  each  of  the  following- 
villages,  viz. : — Coity,  Coychurch,  Kenfig  Hill,  Pencoed  and 
Penprisk,  Southeiaidown,  St.  Bride’s  Major  and  Wick. 

In  other  villages  no  system  of  di'ainage  lias  been  provided. 
The  reconstruction  of  defective  privies  would  tend  greatly  to 
promote  the  health  of  the  district. 

I hope  that  now  a second  Sanitary  Inspector  has  been 
appointed  a detailed  house-to-house  inspection  of  all  dwelling- 
houses  will  be  carried  out,  with  a view  to  ascertain  and  report 
sanitary  defects. 

Slop  Sewage.-— The  overflow  from  stables,  pig-sties,  and 
manure  heaps  continues  to  drain  into  the  main  roads.  This  still 
may  be  seen  at  Broughton,  Wdck,  Coity,  Coychurch,  Soutli 
CornelljG  Kenfig  Hill,  Corntown,  Pencoed,  Southerndown,  and 
St.  Brides  Major. 
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House  Accommodation. — Ninety-seven  houses  have  been 
erected  and  occupied  in  the  district  during  1904-5  ot  these  G were 
outside  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Building  Bye-law^s. 

dVenty-nine  were  in  course  of  construction,  | of  tliese  9 wei^e 
-beyond  the  effe(‘t  of  the  Bye-law's^  six  were  I’ebuilt.  Five  liouses 
were  closed,  being  unfit  for  occupation,  and  6 were  vacant. 

New  Bye-laws. — Certain  B3?^e-law^s  adapted  to  the  needs  of 
Rural  districts  have  been  adopted  by  the  Council,  and  the  i ecpiired 
sanction  of  the  Local  Government  Board  has  enabled  theni  to  be 
enforced. 

Factory  Act. — Bakehouses  and  workshops  have  been  in- 
spected. The  sanitary  arrangements,  including  cleanliness,  air 
space  for  the  number  employed,  ventilation,  etc.,  were  in  each 
instance  fairl)^  satisfactoiy.  A report  on  the  Act  is  appended. 

Scavenging. — 44ie  scavenging  arrangements  at  Aberkenfig 
liave  been  improved,  the  streets  are  scavenged  three  days  a 
w'eek  hj  contract.  The  portion  of  the  town  of  Bridgend  wdthin 
the  Rural  district  is  also  dealt  with  in  this  respect.  Some  other 
villages  have  dust-bins  supplied,  wdiich  are  emptied  by  contract  or 
by  a neighbouring  farmer. 

REQUIREMENTS. 

1.  The  construction  of  sew^erage  w^orks  for  Newcastle  Higher, 

St.  Brides  Minor,  and  Ynysawdre  is  virtually 
completed. 

2.  The  sew^erage  of  Pencoed,  Kenfig  Hill,  Coychurch, 

Southerndowm,  Coity,  St.  Brides  Major,  and  Wick. 

8.  The  approval  by  the  Local  Government  Board  of  the 
adopted  bye-laws  has  been  received. 

4.  Provision  for  isolation  accommodation. 

5.  The  re-construction  of  all  ill  constructed  closets. 

6.  The  closure  or  repair  of  dilapidated  dwellings. 
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7.  Improved  water  supply  for  Peucoed,  8t.  Brides  Major,  and 

Pontrhydycuff. 

8.  A public  slaughter-house  at  Aberkeidig^. 

I am  glad  that  the  ])lea  I have  urged  of  the  need  for  the 
services  of  an  additional  Sanitary  Inspector  has  been  endorsed  b}^- 
the  Local  Government  Board,  and  has  been  adopted  by  the  Council. 
This  appointment  I have  no  doubt  will  lead  to  many  improvements 
in  the  sanitaiy  condition  of  the  district,  such  as  (after  the  results 
of  a house-to-house  inspection  have  been  reported)  to  the  re- 
construction of  ill-constructed  closets  5 to  the  closure  or  repair  of 
damp  or  dilapidated  cottages  ; to  tlie  inspection  of  new  houses, 
with  a view  to  the  prevention  of  errors  of  construction  ; and  to  the 
abatement  of  serious  nuisances  caused  bv  the  overflow  from  stables, 
manure  heaps,  pig-sties,  etc.  ; with  the  amelioration  of  these 
unsanitary  circumstances  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  should  be 
enhanced  to  a marked  extent.

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FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT. 

The  total  number  of  Workshops  registered  in  the  district  is 
32.  One  of  the  largest  workshops  at  Aberkenfig  is  now  empty 
this  leaves  an  increase  of  2 during  the  year. 

The  above  comprise  15  tenement  workshops,  12  domestic 
n^orkshops,  and  5 retail  bakehouses. 

I have  made  40  inspections  during  the  year. 

The  chief  industries  are  tailoriup’.  dressmakiiip’,  millinerv, 
carpenter’s  and  wheelwrights’  sliops. 

The  general  sanitary  condition  witli  regard  to  cleanliness,  air 
space,  water  supply  and  ventilation  is  satisfactory. 

Three  notices  were  served.  One  to  provide  separate  closet 
accommodation  for  different  sexes  ; one  to  provide  sufficient 
ventilation,  and  one  to  remove  fowls  kept  adjoining  the  workshop.
